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ABSTRACT : 

PURPOSE: To obtain an earthquake-isolating action by a 
method in which a 

large-diameter tapered recession is formed on the center of 

slide plates facing 

each other, and each end of elastic columns is inserted 
into and connected to 

the bottom side of the recession to form ribs around the 
projectidh~formed oh" 
the back of the tapered recession. 

— CONSTITUTION-: A -tapered recession -2-- is -f ormed- on-the 

center of two slide 

plates 1 facing each other, and a cylindrical portion 4 is 
formed on the bottom 
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of the recession 2. An elastic column 5 of a synthetic 
rubber is inserted into 

the portion 4 and set between the plates 1 with an 
aperture. The mutually 

facing sides of the plates 1 are coated with a resin to 
form smooth faces 7. A 

round projection 8 is fitted into the connecting recession 
13 of a floor panel 

11 and a rubber sheet 14 is connected to the lower parts of 
the plates 1 . 

Since moving by vibration or rocking can be prevented, the 
vibration, etc, can 

be interrupted by the sliding action of the smooth faces 7. 
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
